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Four-county effort being made to attract tourists to area

Coffee County and its towns and 
cities have joined forces with three 
other counties in an effort to attract 
tourists and new residents to the 
area. 

A group known as “The Wire- 
grass Area Economic Development 
Group” is composed of representa- 
tives from cities, towns and county 
governments in Coffee, Covington, 
Dale and Geneva counties. 

In a press conference called last 
weck by the group, an impressive 
color brochure was unveiled. Titled 
“Sample Southern Hospitality,” the 
brochure contained pictures and in- 
formation about 11 towns and cities 
located in the four-county area. 

Dan Presley, who serves as chair- 
man of the group, said, “This is an 
historic occasion. 

“Four counties, which have al- 
most nothing in common but being 
neighbors, have worked together to 
produce an economic plan which 
will not only benefit each individual 
county, but will also benefit the en- 
tire area.” 

The group was organized about 
three-and-a-half years ago in Decem- 
ber of 1989 and began working on a 
plan to promote tourism and develop 
the area’s economic base 

Attending the meetings were 
mayors, councilmen, county com- 
missioners, Chamber of Commerce 
representatives, Alabama Electric 
Cooperative people, Alabama Power 
Company people, County Extension 
agents, economic development com- 


mittees, Southeast Alabama Region- 
al Planning representatives and oth- 
ers. This was the first time a group 
from this large an area had come to- 
gether for the purpose of discussing 
economic development. 

The group realized that these four 
counties were not a designated spot 
for tourists and that none of the four 
counties had a real dynamic attrac- 
tion for tourists, it was decided that 
they could possibly pool their re- 
sources and develop a package in 
which tourists might be interested. 

A $3,000 grant was applied for, 
and received, by the group from the 
Alabama Bureau of Travel and Tour- 
ism to develop and print a brochure 
listing the tourists attractions in the 
four-county area. Matching funds for 
the grant were supplied by the 
counties, cities, towns and some 
companies within the area. 

Pictures and text for the brochure 
were submitted by the cities and 


Chamber of Commerce from the 
four counties. A team made up of 
Wilson Lee, Auburn University Ex- 
tension Economist; Tom Chestnutt, 
Auburn University Extension Tour- 
ism Specialist; Ann Deal, formerly 
with ADECA (Alabama Department 
of Economic and Community Af- 
fairs); and Nancy Moon, a member 
of the Southeast Alabama Develop- 
ment Commission, worked together 
to lay out the brochure, 

Some of the attractions and 
events featured in the full-color bro- 
chure are: Coffee County’s historic 
courthouse in Elba, the world fa- 
mous Boll Weevil Monument in En- 
terprise, the Army Aviation Museum 
at Ft. Rucker, the Rattlesnake Rodeo 
in Opp, the Domino Tournament in 
Andalusia and many, many more. 

There were 35,000 copies of the 
brochure printed and they will be 
distributed to the cities and towns in 
the four-county area. Each will re-

Referendum is still on for property tax 
increase to construct new courthouse

In last Sunday’s Dothan Eagle, 
an article from the Associated Press 
reported that a bill allowing Coffee 
County to vote on the raising of 
property taxes was not signed by 
Gov. Jim Folsom, This is and is not 
true. 

The Governor did not sign the 
Senate bill allowing a referendum on 
the raising of property taxes for the 
purpose of constructing a new Enter- 
prise Courthouse. This constituted a 
pocket veto of the bill by Gov. Fol- 
som. 

However, an identical bill which 
was introduced by State Representa- 
tive Jimmy Holley into the Legisla- 
ture was passed by the House and 


signed by the Governor, 

The bills were introduced in this 
manner by State Senator E. C. 
“Crum” Foshee and Rep. Holley to 
insure that at least one of the bills 
would pass. When the measure was 
introduced, there were only five leg- 
islative days left in which to get the 
measure passed. 

During the last Coffee Commis- 
sion meeting on Monday, May 24, a 
call was received from Montgomery 
informing the commissioners that 
the bill passed by the House had 
been signed by Governor Folsom. 

An attempt was made by Chair- 
man Robert Stepthens to set a date 
for the referendum to be held, but 
the measure failed to pass. At this 
time, no date has been set for the 
vote to be held.

The Alabama Bureau of Travel 
and Tourism will receive 25% 
(about 8,750) of the brochures to be 
passed out in the state’s welcome 
centers and rest areas. 

Last year, 1992, Alabama’s tour- 
ism revenues reached $3.6 billion 
dollars. Southeast Alabama received 
the least amount of those dollars! 

The state lodging tax (one method 
of measuring tourist impact) for the 
four-county region for 1992 was 
Coffee County - $43,880.21, Cov- 
ington County - $50,089.50, dale 
County - $127,832.44, and Geneva 
County - $1,568.11. 

The group feels that if tourists 
can be attracted to the area, they will 
not only contribute to the area's 
economy while visiting, but they 
may eventually come here to live 
when they retire. 


Glove, in a telephone interview 


Tuesday, said the 79 year old firm 
operates a plant on Sand Mountain 
in North Alabama and another in 
Georgia.

Haywood explained that the firm 
was recommended to Elba by the Al- 
abama Development Office (ADO) 
and was attracted by the quality of 
the work force and a reputation for 
dedicated employees. 

The mayor said the firm would 
Start in temporary quarters, He was 
hopeful they might be interested in 
moving into one of the old school 
buildings after a few months. 

He explained that the firm would 
begin making work gloves in Elba, 
however long range plans include 
producing other items such as a 
heavy duty apron.

Like- 
wise, they must all be sup- 
ported and yet, that in- 
cludes financial support. In 
no way does that imply 
that one activity be 


dragged down to a level 
with the others, What 
would that accomplish? 
Rather all activities should 
be brought up to the same 
level. If every child is - 
made to feel important, 
self-esteem will increase 
and conditions at school 
will improve. 
The Elba City School 
system has a great history. 
» Many feats have been ac- 
complished in academics, 
athletics, and the arts, In 
order to ensure future ac- 
complishments, the com- 
munity must get involved, 
more so than ever before. 
There are so many dis- 
tractions and hazards for 
students out there today 
that everyone must take an 
active role to keep them on 
the right track. The educa- 
tion of Elba’s young peo- 
ple must become a com- 
munity affair.

THE ELBA CLIPPER 


Alabama was admitted to the un- 
Ion as a State in 1819. It was sparsely 
populated. Most of the population at 
that time was in North Alabama and 
South Alabama, Mobile because of 
ils Casy access to the Gulf of Mexi- 
co, 

There is an area of Alabama 
called the Black Belt. It is a sad, but 
true story, many people think the 
Black Belt is called that because of 
its large black population. No, it is 
called that for the rich, black soil 
that was deposited there thousands 
of years ago. It begins with a broad 
band of land the encompasses Pick- 
ens, Greene, Sumter, and Choctaw 
counties along the Mississippi bor- 
der, It runs through Alabama and 
curves downward until it narrows off 
at the Georgia border, I'm pretty 
sure that by that time it encompassed 
only part of Russell, all of Barbour, 
and part of Henry counties. This 
rich, black soil that grew cotton in 
unbelievable amounts began to be- 
come known and the people began to 
leave their own states to come to the 
Black Belt. It was black gold. 

My great-great grandfather, Col. 
William Henry Bonneau Sr., and his 
wife, Anna Maria Swinton Bonneau, 
and several of their 15 children, left 
Charleston, South Carolina and 
came to Lowndes County in 1830, 
The word got back to South Caroli- 
na, and they started leaving from not 
only Charleston, but all areas around 
there. The U.S.A. was not very pop- 
ulated, so word of a better place, 
spread quickly. 

The Bonneaus came from the low 
country, as that area of South Caroli- 
na is called. It had marshes and plen- 
ty of water. It was a major producer 
of rice. They even exported rice to 
Europe. Col. Bonneau, at one time, 
had a rice plantation in one location, 
and a cotton plantation in another. 
The high country of South Carolina, 
is around Greenville and Spartan- 
burg. My mother’s folks, the Tills 
and Grants also left and came to 
Lowndes. At one time Lowndes 
County, Alabama was the financial 
and cultural center of Alabama. 

The vast cotton fields, all across 
the rich soil grew cotton so big that 
my mother, who was born on No- 


* vember 16, 1884, told me that when 


visiting her grandfather, John Till in 
Lowndes County, that children 
would actually climb the cotton 
stalks. Jacob Granville Till, my 
grandfather, would take his buggy 
and drive my mother from their 
home in Greenville, AL to visit his 
father, in the summer months. I am 
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Remembering 
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glad she told me something of the 
way they lived more than 100 years 
ago. John Till’s plantation was in the 
Dutch Bell Community, Indian 
Creek ran through his property, Wa- 
ter power was about the only thing 
that they had to use, He had his own 
cotton gin on that creek, 

This next that I learned is what 
amazed me, When they ginned the 
cotton, they took shovels and pushed 
the cotton seed into the creek, They 
only saved enough for next year’s 
crop. Today, they get cotton seed oil 
and cotton seed meal, 

They could not make a profit on 
cotton alone. I am sure that they 
used hog lard for frying, as everyone 
did at that time. | suppose no one 
had thought of the value of anything 
but cotton. It was the white gold of 
that rich black soil that was so pro- 
ductive. I have not told this. All of 
this massive cotton was made with- 
out adding fertilizer, All profit, 

Another thing that I learned was 
how people are ingenious enough to 
solve problems that arise. They dug 
wells for water and found that that 
water was too alkaline for drinking. 
They rigged wooden gutters along 
the eaves of the roof and a trough to 
run the water into an underground 
cistern to hold the rain water so it 
was available for drinking and cook- 
ing. The alkaline water was used for 
bathing and washing clothes, and 
anything that did not require pure 
water. 

Slavery ended in 1865, so all of 
this occurred in about 1890-1895, 
My mother referred to herself as a 
young girl, 

Slavery was, and is, an abomina- 
tion to mankind, The plantation own- 
ers needed the workers, the slave 
traders, many of whom were New 
Englanders, made the money. Even 
some tribal chiefs sold their own 
people into slavery. The Bible says 
in I Timothy, verse 10. “The love of 
money is the root of all evils.” That 
is what brought about slavery in the 
United States. They Holy Bible 
speaks of slavery existing in Biblical 
limes, and this enlightened age of 
1993. It is sad to say that there are 
parts of the world where it still is in 
practice. If anyone ever told you that 
this is “fair and just ol’ world,” they 
lied to you. It never has been and we 
pray and hope that someday it might. 
Please don’t get your hopes up. 


P, S. The last section of Alabama 
to be settled was the Southeastern 
part. That is what I am leading up to 
next.

Another phase in the completion of 
Elba High School was recently brought 
to aclose. The Elba FFA, under the lead 
ership of sponsor Mike Harrelson, com- 
pleted their project of landscaping the 
high school. 

The project was started in November. 
The first phase of the project was cutting 
the sod away from the building to make 
the beds. After this phase, Mike Harrel 
son and two other members of the FFA 
left to attend the FFA National Conven 
tion in Kansas City, Missouri. The mem- 
bers came back ready to work, but the 
rains had come. It continued to rain off 
and on until the first of the new year. Af 
ter the rains stopped two weeks of work 
were don before April. The project was 
completed with four weeks of work dur- 
ing April and May, The project at the 
high school was brought to a close on 
Tuesday, May 25, 

Mr. Harrelson said that the landscap- 
ing project, which was funded by the 
Elba Board of Education, cost just over 
$2,000. An estimated cost for doing the 
project by a private company had been 
considerably higher. The FFA paid half 
off whole sale cost for all plants and 
plastic used. All wood chips for the pro- 
ject were donated by the Elba Chip Mill. 
Estimated cost of the bark bought com- 
mercially would have been between 
$800 and $1,000, 

Though the FFA has completed their 
project at the high school, their job is not 
completed. The FFA plans to continue 
the landscaping work by doing the ele- 
mentary campus, the football stadium, 
the area around the superintendent's of- 
fice, and the entrance to the entire cam- 
pus. The FFA will also be responsible 
for the maintenance of the beds in the 
years to come. 

All this work does have a purpose 
other than the beautification of the cam- 
pus. The Elba FFA is going to submit 
this project as an entry in the BOAC 
(Building Our American Communities), 
a National FFA contest. We would like 
to say thank you to the FFA for a job

A Salute To A Historic Black 
Abolitionist...Prince Hall 
(1735-1807) 

Hall was born in Barbados in 
1735, of mixed parentage, and immi- 
grated to Boston in 1765. He enlist- 
ed in the militia during the Revolu- 
tionary War. Prince Hall was this 
country’s first Black Mason. He was 
initiated on March 6, 1775, in Lodge 
No. 441, located near Boston. Short- 
ly afterward, Hall and fourteen other 
Blacks, who were enlisted with him, 
were given a temporary permit to 
meet in accordance with established 
Masonic practices. As Grand Master, 
Hall later petitioned and received ap- 
proval for the establishment of Afri- 
can Lodge No. 459, “A regular lodge 
of free and accepted Masons, under 
the title or denomination of the Afri- 
can Lodge.” See 

Partially, as a result of Prince 
Hall’s dedication, by 1977 there 
were forty grand lodges, more than 
5500 lodges, and a half million 
Black Masons in the United States. 
All under the name ‘Prince Hall”. 

Hall died in 1807, The Black Ma- 
sons, public school children, and ear- 
ly Black Americans owe a debt of 
gratitude to this great Black leader.
